To Sol Koch, his wife and his
brother, Jacob 'G. Koch, the
cable’s words were ominous and
between the four words they
well know the apprehension of
Feinkuchen, his wife and ‘their
two daughters, Sonja Regina, 16,
and Elizabeth, 15,

Letters Stream Out

The Feinkuchens are Russian
Jews and thus subject to Nazi
persecutions which, -dufing the
past week, imposed additional
penalties and increased hard-
ships on Jews in Germany—bar-
barous maltreatment which has
been strongly condemned thru-
out the rest of the world.
Determined to aid their kin in
fleeing from the wrath of the
Nazis, the Kochs here asked—
and promptly recelved—assist-
ance from their fellow towns-
people and letters, telegrams and
petitions streamed out of Tor-
rance early this week bound for
Santa Barbara, Los Angeles,
Washington, D. C, and Berlin.
All urged assistance to_the Fein-
kuchens in their efforts to ob-
tain the priceless passports and
visas necessary to leave Ger-
many,
To Santa Barbara went letters
addressed to the recently ap-
pointed U. S. Senator, T. M.
Storke, who succeeded to Sena-
tor Willlam G. McAdoo's unex-
pired term last week; to Los
Angeles went communications to
Koch kinfolk and acquaintances,
asking their help; to Washing-
ton air-mail letters for the De-
partment of State, begging in-
tercession in behalf of the Fein-
kuchens, and to Berlin were sent
letters and statements from lo-
cal residents, city officials, the
Chamber of Commerce and oth-
er groups, testifying to the in-
tegrity and worth of the Koch
family here.

Nazis Destroy Work
“Please . . . immediate . . .
affidavit . " these words
meant life or death to the Fein-
kuchens—Ilife perhaps, if that
was granted them by the Jew-
baiting Nazis, in concentration
camps or death by firing. squad
—just because they were Jews.
His life work—that of ‘beimg a
salesman — abruptly halted Oct.
